MOON ECLIPSE 
IS FORGOTTEN 


The public is “fed up’’ on eclipses. 
Or else the eclipse of the moon that 
took place late Sunday afternoon for­ 
got to bring its own press agents. 
In either case, tho same people who 
ran hardware dealers 
“ragged” 
a 
week ago for scraos of glass to smoke 
and view a 98 per cent solar eclipse 
hung out the “business as usual” sign 
for the 75 per cent lunar eclipse on 
Sunday. 
Of course, this may have been due 
to the fact that the eclipse was at 
its height at 4:42, while the moon 
did not rise here till 5:15, when about 
one fourth of its area was covered. 
But the eclipse continued its show till 
6:15 p. rn. 
Even then people refused to climb 
to house tops or search for vacant lots 
to watch the phenomena. 
And the 
moon, doubtless a (bit put out by the 
lack of interest in its carefully staged 
’ show here, will stage its next eclipse 
so it will be visible only in the far 
western states, where it may get a 
bigger house.
